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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance. 

2. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1151, 1154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1-37 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

3. The closest prior art discloses Stefik (U.S. Pat. No. 5,629,980) which discloses a 
a digital right management system in which a user purchases the rights to render a 
digital work based on a predetermined amount of time. JP2001 245240 A, Nakayama, 
Yoshikatsu discloses a video reproduction device which can shorten the time for 
searching a necessary video. However, neither Stefik nor Nakayama singularly or in 
combination discloses the recited feature: 

4. As per claims 1, 14, 15, 16 and 17 "a comparator for comparing said upper limit 
time for said specific object data and said accumulation time for said object data 
measured by said time counter, and a controller for executing said time management 
program acquired by said output time management means and outputting said specific 
object data based on said time management program, and after the comparison by said 
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comparator, suspending the output of said specific object data when it is found that said 
accumulation time reaches said upper limit time".
